. There is a real electrolytic refinery in 
Wall street, New York city, small in 
kize, it is true, but very big in the 
value of its output. This is the United 
States assay office. 

The relation between the assay office 


‘and the public is twofold, First, the 


assay office buys impure gold and gold- 
silver alloys from the public. This 
may be the gold output of a copper re- 
finery or of a cyanide mill or gold scrap 
from dentists or gold imported from 
Europe or old jewelry. Second, the 
assay office refines guid and alloys for 
the various requirements of the pub- 
lic. 

The metallurgical process carried out 
at the assay office is therefore the sep- 
aration of the gold from the silver and 
the other metal impurities and the 
production of the metals in pure form. 

Formerly tbe sulphuric acid parting 
process was e iployed, but the electro- 
lytic refining process has now been 
universally introduced Into (he United 
States mints, and when a few years 
ago the New York assay office was 
damaged by fire and it became neces- 
sary to rebuild and re-equip the office 
thoroughly it was decided to introduce 
electrolytic refining. The new equip- 
went is thoroughly up to date. 

In buying gold or gold alloys from 
the public the assay office has fixed 
only two restrictions. These are that 
the material shall contain not less than 
20 per cent of gold and silver and 
shall be worth at least $100.—Metallur- 
gical and Chemical Engineering. 


STARRED IN SPORTS. 


College Athletes Who Have Attained 
Fame In Public Life. 

A surprisingly large number of men 
now in the public eye were athletic 
“stars” during their college days. L’res- 
Ident emeritus of Harvard, Charles Wil- 
liam Eliot, was a member of the varst- 
ty crew of 1853, and the present head 
of the same university, Dr. Abbott 
Lavwrence Lowell, was a member of 
the track team of 1877, his specialty 
bein~ the one mile run. 

Thomas B. Reed, the famous “czar” 
of tbe house of representatives, rowed 
No. ¢ on the boat crew Kowdoin col- 
lege put on the water in 1858, and Rob- 
ert EB. Peary won the baseball throw- 
ing contest at the same college in 1875, 
Robert Bacon, former assistant sec- 
retary of state and ambassador to 
France, was a member of both the foot- 
ball and track ¢ ams of Harvard in 
1879, while Tl omas Lee McClang, for- 
mer treasurer of the United States, 
was captain of the Yale football team 
of 1891. H. 8S. Graves, chief forester 
‘of the United, States. was quarterback 
on the satne team, while Gifford Din- 
chot, his predecessor, was a member of 
the Yale fuotball squad of 1888. 


Bishop Franklin 8. Spalding of Utah 


fwwas a member of the l’rinceton foot- 
ball team of 1886, while Robert BE. 
Speer, international secretary of the 
Presbyterian board of foreign missions, 
was a star of the great 1888 team of 
the same college. Richard Harding 
Davis was a notable end rush at Le- 
high during his college days, end Fred- 
erick Remingtou, the artist, played on 
the Yale rush line while in college.— 
Ladies’ Home Journal. 


Boils His Berries. 

“If you would avoid illness,” says 
Professor Metchoikoff, “live as 1 have 
lived for fifteen years. See these ba- 
pnanas?” he added, holding up two ripe 
specimens, “I am taking them home to 
eat. Most people think that the thick 
rind makes this fruit fit to eat raw. 
Far from it. I steep them in boiling 
water after the rind has been removed 
to destroy the disease germs, and I 
never use a knife, fork or spoon that 
has not first been su ted to a mi- 
crobe destroying flame. All my food 
must be cooked or baked. My salads 
are all scalded and drinking water fil- 
tered and boiled. Raw fruit and veg- 
etables have no place-nt any table; 
even berries are subjected to a boiling 
_ water bath before they are served.” 


The Lost Country, Sogdiana. 

In the deserts of Chinese Turkestan 
the sands bave buried a vast civiliza- 
tion that was forgotten for centuries. 
The dry sand preserved Intact num- 
bers of manuscripts in an unknown 
language written in unknown cbharac- 
ters. These M. Gauthiot, a young 
Frenchman, has managed to decipher 
by the fortunate finding of fragments 
that bad notes in otber known Jan- 
guages.

If there is not a shower appa- 
ratus, souse the bead and neck 
first with a sponge or duck the 
head under er; then get in 
and plunge the whole body un- 
der as quickly as possible. An- 
other mistake is to stay in too 
long. Generally’ speaking, one 4 
plunge is enough, After the bath 
rub the skin briskly with rough 
towels, tr help in the return of 
the surfsce circulation. Vigor- 
ous exercise is also good after a 
bath. 


| LATEST DEATH TEST. 


Based Upon the Action of Fluorescine 
Upon the Blood. 

A remarkable new method of testing 
absolutely whetber a dead person is 
really dead and thus avoiding the pos- 
sibility of premature burial, just an- 
nounced by Dr. Icard of Marseilles, 
has been received with great interest 
by his colleagues in Parts. 

Dr. Icard’s system depends on the 
question whether the blood is still in 
circulation or not and consists of a 
small subcutaneous injection of a 
small quantity of fluorescine, which ts 
quite harmless, but one of the mos? 
violent coloring matters known. 

If there be the slightest motion of 
the blood the fluorescine, carried 
around the body, stains it a vivid gold- 
en yellow, while the eyes become a 
deep emerald green. If, on the other 
band, there is no movement of the 
blood the coloring matter is nét dis- 
persed and produces no effect. Half 
an hour is stated to be enough to make 
this test. 

The laity, while duly impressed by 
this neat method, are asking whether 
persons who are alive and undergo the 
dyeing process and who later recover 
will lose the golden yellow tint, and 
the green eyes, which. as Dr. Icard de 
scribes them, “are transformed into su- 
perb emeralds, set like jewels in their 
sockets.” 

It may be added, however, that fin- 
orescine is one of the most transitory 
dyes known.—Paris Cor. Philadelphia 
Ledger. 


MECHANICAL EXHIBITS. 


The New Idea Is “Try It Yourself” In- 
stead of “Hands Off.” 
“Try It Yourself,” instead of “Hands 
Off” is proving to be such a success 
for the motto of a museum that an 
enormous one to be run on this prin- 
ciple is to be built at Munich. Thou- 
sands of machines wi!l be so arranged 
that any person who wishes—even 
boys and girls—may turn a lever or 
touch a button and so start an electric 
motor running a pump or a machine 
tool drilling a hole into a block of 
steel. 
The idea has been well tested and 
found to be practical. In the present 
industrial museum at Munich about 
half of the great number of machines 
on exhibition are arranged so that vis- 
jtors may run them without assist- 
ance. Automatic attachments are pro- 
vided so that no injury can come to 
the machines; in fact. in most in- 
| stances all the visitor is allowed to do 
is to press the button to start the 
wheels movinge 

Tr fascination of controlling power 
is enough to draw great numbers of 
people to the museum and to make the 
erection of a much larger and more 
ambitious exhibition worth while.— 
Saturday Evening Post. 


Cooking With Cold. 
That meat can be cooked by extreme 
cold as well as by extreme heat is the 
| contention of a German investigator, 
He has taken the familiar phenomenon 
that extreme cold seems to the touch 
like extreme heat and applied it to 
meats, His tests have revealed the 
| fact that a temperature of 60 degrees 
below zero, I’., scems to do the best, 
and he contends that meat cooked in 
this way is equal to meat cooked with 
heat. He recommends, however. that 
| the meat be kept in tightly scaled jars 
after belng cooked with cold. 


A Busy Flying School. 

Tt has been left to the military au. 
thorities of England to erect the first 
signboard warning people agalnst ac ro- 
planes. This is erected on Sallabury 
plain, near the Central Flying school, 
where the naval and military flying 
men are trained. On busy days ero 
planes pass and repass over tbe plala 
witb such frequency that an unsuspect 
ing civilian migbt easily receive dam- 
age from one of the, defensive “waspa” 
of Great Britain.

Ue have been pastured on these Re- 
serves, but the possibilities of this 
new . ange will be underctood from the 
fact that more than 20,000,000 head 
of cattle grazed on the National Yor- 
ests of the United States during the 
last fiscal year. If only one million 
cattle were grazed on minion Re- 
serves at the minimum charge of twen- 
ty-five cents per head, the Dominion 
Forestry Branch would cerive an an- 
nual revenue of at least $250,000 from 
this source alone, whilo the stimulus 
these Regulation. will undoubtedly 
give to stock-raising should eventually 
result in cheaper meat to the Canad- 
ian consumers. 

In Sweden, the problem of brush dis- 
posal after logging operaticns in or- 
der to preven: forest fires does not ex- 
ist, for in that country tree-tops and 
branches are all vsed for fuel and even 
the pine needles are collected and dis- 
tilled, the resulting extracts being 
used in the manufacture of caramels 
for colds, and soap for medical pur- 
poses. 

The loss occasioned by forest-fires 
on Dominion Forest Reserves and 
Crown Timber!inc. in the West during 
the past year was probably the small- 
est on record. This was largely due 
to the co-operation of the settlers, In- 
dians and hunters in the werk of fire 
protection, *h.ch the Dominion Forest 
Rangers secured by precep and ex- 
ample. Fire warnin; . were not con- 
fined to posters, but were *> be found 
on railway time-tables anc attached 
to the shooting licenses of game hunt- 
ers in Manitoba. 

Wooden. shoes have been in use in 
England for hundreds o! years and 
large plantations of willow have been 
made to supply wood for this purpose 
alone, but that the use of wooden 
shoes should have extendel to this 
| country is not generally known. The 
{ United States Depart rot of Agricul- 
ture, in a bulletin on the’use; of beech 
states tha. this wood is the favorite 
material in the manufacture of wood- 
en shoes which are largely worn by 
these having to werk in cold or wet 
places. They are good for about 
two years and cost from sixty to sev- 
enty-five cents a pair. 

In Southern Russia anl Transcauca- 
sia, the forests are very similar in 
composition to those of southern Can- 
ada and the United- States.
